THE UNIQUE SUICIDE OF A MEXICAN 


INDIAN IN CALIFORNIA. 


Disheartened by an Accident Which Un- 


fitted Him For Activo Life, Jose Mendel 
Besolved to End His Existence Without 
Cansioc His Friend* Trouble. 


Jose Meudez was a Mexican Indian 


who killed himself in 1883 in San Jose, 
Cal. At tho time of his death Jose was 
SG years of age. He had all his life been 
an exceedingly active man. 


Among the daring characters r then 


residing in San Jose none could excel 
him as a rider of wild horses. He was 
also very ingenious and could not only 
make tho finest kinds of lariats, but 
could also use them in many original 
ways. 


One day the daring rider came to 


Rrief. 
By some means he was thrown 


from a wild mnetaag, and, being stun- 
ned and .made helpless by the fall, he 
was dragged for some distance in the 
stirmps. When finally rescued, he was 
iu n condition that would have been 
sure and almost instant death to any 
but a man of wouderfnl nerve and te- 
nacity of life. 


Injured and helpless, he recoverfid suf • 


Ooienily -to realize that be could never 
engage in active parsnits again, and he 
became very moody aud despondent. A 
life in which he was precluded from 
daring riding on untrained mustangs 
had no charms for him, and in tho 
midst of his sufferings from internal in- 
juries ho made frequent threats of sui- 
cido. Once, in speaking of tho matter to 
an intimate friend, who tried to dis- 
suade him from tho idea, he said that 
when ho killed himself it would be 
done in such a manner that no one 
would ever have any more trouble about 
him. It was thought nt the tirno that he 
intended to drown himself in the sea, 
where his body would never bo recover- 
ed. 


Every morning for several weeks 


thereafter Jose crawled away from tho 
adobe hut in which ho and a number of 
others lived and came back quite late 
every evening. On these trips he took a 
pick and shovel and occasionally a 
piece of lumber, no one knew for what 
purpose. 
Some supposed that ho was 


mining somewhere. 
By this time ho 


had grown EO despondent as to bo en- 
tirely uncommunicative, aud no expla- 
nation of his conduct conltl be obtained 
from him. One evening, as was expect- 
nd, the invalid did uot return to tho 
adobe, and tha next day a search was 
made in the direction in which he went. 


Something like a milofrom the adobo 


house the searching party found a small 
clearing in the grass arid weeds. To the 
surprise of every one of tho party a rudo 
board bos about 8 feet wide and G feet 
long nud about 18 inches in depth was 
found lyiug npsido down in the middle 
of the fpca place. 
The bos was imme- 


diately overturned, but uothing but a 
heap of IOOSB earth was found under it. 
A closer examination revealed the fact 
that attached to the bos were a number 
of pieces oi lariat. 
The explanation of 


all this was a mystery, and at first it 
war, not connected with tho disappear- 
ance of tho Mexican. 


An intimate friend of the missing 


man then made an explanation which 
was pronounced entirely plausible and 
cleared the mystery. The man said that 
tho Iik-.iiuau, after sustaining his iu- 
jnvj', h::d been entirely dependent upon 
strau.^cra for his sappui t and sustenance, 
and he V.-H-; iltltrjuir.sd, if possible, lut- 
tr ho wus dead not to give them any 
more trouble, lie, therefore devised a 
scheme by which }••'- conlil iior r;nly kill

So well satisfied were those who made 
ie surprising discovery that their theo- 
y was correct that they did not take 
IB trouble to dig in order to ascertain 
jat tho body •was underneath. 
The 


beory, however, was further strength- 
nod by tho finding of the pistol with 
vhich the shooting had been done in 
oir.o loose earth near tho edge of the 
.jrave. It had evidently dropped there 
rom the suicide's hand after he fired 
he fatal shot. 
This fact convinced the 


earohers, and they returned without 
making further investigations, so that 
ba desire of the unfortunate that no 
lie should be troubled with burying 
irn was realized. 
Some years later the skeleton of Jose 


Mendezwas accidentally discovered an<T 
be theory of his friends fully corrobo 
ated.

To prevent 
a misunderstanding as to his attitude 
Senator Teller sent the following tele- 
gram to be read to the convention: 


I wish to say to the r.tato Convention 


- that I do not desire to go to the Na- 
tion \\ Convention, and cannot go un 
less the State convention is m accord- 
ance with my ideas in declaring that i: 
the coming campaign the silvei ques- 
tion is the paramount issue. The State 
Convention should act with the full 
knowledge that I do not intend to sup- 
port a candidate on a gold standard 
platform, or on a platform of doubtful 
construction. If t!> - course puts me 
out of sympathy with the Kepublu an 
sentiment of thd State, as a portion of 
the Republican press allege it will, I 
will accept that lesult with itb logical 
consequences m preference to an aban- 
donment of principles, and stultifies 
tion of a record made, as I conceive 
under the instructions of every Repub- 
lican State Convention held in Coloi ado 
during the last twelve years 


If all ^Republicans who pretend to 


favor free coinage were as manly, firm, 
consistent and out-spoken as Senator 
Teller there wonld bo no dilly-dally- 
ing with the financial question in State 
or National conventions, no j.i^h 
with words for deceptive pjrposes 
would bo tolerated and the. per pie 
wonld know e\actly how eai h pirty 
stood oa the paramount issue of the 
age.

critical moment, when tho financial 
question is the principal subjoct of 
discnsaion throughout 
the 
United 


States and, as in the case of Senator 
Teller, meu *»re disavowing their alle- 
giance to paities with which they have 
affiliated for years, IJepablican lead- 
ers in Nevada promised =uppoit to 
any candidate that may be i.ommatcd 
on any platform that may bo fram»d 
at St. Louis, end yet brazenly assert 
that they are for free coinage. 


THOSE DOLLARS OF 1893. 


In January, 1395, when the change 


took place in the personnel of the State 
government, seventy or eighty thou- 
sand standard dollars, bearing the 
mark of the Carson Mint and the date 
1893, were found m the State Treasury. 
The coins were in bags each containing 
$1,000. 
Experts who examined thorn 


expressed the opinion that they had 
never been in circulation, and investi- 
gation established the fact that they 
had not been sent to the State Treas- 
ury by the county treasurers in pay- 
ment of taxes. 
How, then, did they 


get in the treasury ? 
The coinage of 


standard dollars was suspended at the 
Carson Mint early m 1893. In June of 
that year, when the despised standard 
dollar, which the gold men sneeringly 
designated as the 50-cent dollar, was 
sought for in New York at a piemium 
of two per cent, Secretary Carlisle, in 
response to the demand foi the coins, 
said there were no free standard dol- 
lars; that is, dollars that were not held 
for tho redemption of silver certificates, 
in the mints or treasury vaults of the 
Government. If Secretary Carlisle was 
right, and his statements of tho condi- 
tion of the Treasury are not questioned 
bj the cold men, how did it happen 
that dollars of 1893 were sent in bulk 
to the State Treisury of Nevada ? 
To 


whoM, and for v,hat purpose, were 
those dollars paid at a time when the 
Secretary of the- Treasury said there 
were none of the coins fiee in tho 
Treasury ? 
Tho records of the mint, 


unless they were mutilated to conceal 
the shortage, ought to furnish the in- 
formation. Tho dollars were evidently j 
disposed of by the bagfull, as thero 


Business 
Transacted Yesterday. 


SACBAJIENTO, May 13—The first busi- 


ness at the Populist Convention this 
morning was the report of the Commit- 
tee on Order of Business. 
Strong ob- 


jections were made to the endorsement 
of any one for United States Senator. 
Gibson of Alameda favored endorsing 
Cator, but Vann and others denounced 
the stand taken by Gator's friends. 
The Chair ruled, that although the 
State Central Committee in its call in- 
cluded the nomination of a Senator, 
the convention could overrule the com- 
mittee.

You think, I suppose, that the 
doctor writes his prescription in Latin 
so it can't be read so easily—so the lay- 
man can't steal his trade. 
But that's 


all wrong. Latin is more exact anc 
concise than English, and being a deac 
language, does not change, Two-thirds 
of the drugs in use have no English 
names, and mast be written in Latin. 


"But suppose the doctor did write a 


prescription in English. 
The unedu- 


cated patient would try to get it filled 
from memory and the results would be 
serious, as he would get them confused 
The Latin is really a protection and 
safeguard to the patient. 


11 Now for a final reason. Latin is 


used by scientists the world over, and 
no other language is. You can get a 
Latin prescription filled in any coun- 
try where there is a drugstore. We had 
a prescription coma in here the other 
day which originally was ours, and 
which had since been stamped by drug- 
gists in London, Paris,Berlin, Constan^ 
tinople, Cairo and Calcutta.

RAINY CLIBIATBS. 


Oregon Slust Yield the Palm for Damp- 


ness to Nicaragua. 


It is difficult for one used to ordi- 


nary rainfall to comprehend the extent 
to which precipitation falls npon the 
coast of Oregon. AtBandon, in Janu- 
ary, the rainfall was 18>£ inches—suffi- 
cient in a single month to moisten for 
a year the earth and bring forth boun 
teous crops on the rich arable lands of 
Eastern Washington. Dur ing 1898 the 
rainfall at one point in Tillamook 
county was more than nine feet. 
In 


other words, if it had been caught and 
remained on a level, it would have con- 
verted the countiy there into a vast 
deep lake. 


This heavy rainfall extends north- 


ward along the coast into Alaska, and 
at some points in vhat territory the pre- 
cipitation is said to be practically con 
tinuous. 
The akies are forever weep- 


ing and the mountains are forever 
swathed in mists and clouds. 
As a 


consequence, the trails are never en 
tirely dry, and the jungle of the forests 
is impenetrable. 


Notwithstanding the heavy rainfall 


at points on the west coast of Oregon 
and Washington, the people living 
there like the climate. 
While the pre- 


cipitation is generally much heavier 
there than upon this side of the Coast 
and Oaseade mountains, the extreme 
rainfall is experienced in spots only. 
As a rule, they have along the coast 
three 01 four times the precipitation wo 
experience in this section. Back of the 
Coast range of mountains the rainfall 
is less, and coming back to the Cas 
cades, it shows even a more marked de- 
crease.
